at the observatory of Meudon. near Paris, 
promised wulL The corona is daily regis- 
tered by this method, and it now appears 
to be probable that, under a favorable 
»ky, it can be studied without an eclipsp. 
as the solar prominences are studied 
This is important news. If the corona 
can be examined day by day and its 
changes of form and brilliancy registered, 
the last great mystery connected with 
the sun nil) disappear, and the science 
of solar physics will b* put on. a sure 
basis.—New York Sun.

G. J. Lingle. physiologists at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, that common salt 
In the blood make* the heart beat. 
What la more, they declare that not 
only does salt keep the heart In action, 
but it may cause the heart to beat 
again after It has once stopped. 


Dr. Loeb and Professor LIngle tor 


several mouths have been conducting 
a series of delicate acJentific tests bear^ 
ing upon the pulsation of the heart, 
and now have announced that the re- j 
suits obtained have verified beyond, f 
doubt their theory. 
They say tha 


three different theories believed In fo 
centuries by scientific men have been 
utterly demolished by their discoveries. 


In the experimental work turtles 


were used almost exclusively. After 
snapping off the head of one in 
humane a way as- possible, tho 
part of the shell was removed and th 
heart taken. A small strip from one 
of the ventricles was used, the blood 
was removed, and the piece of flesh 
•was suspended ha different solutions. 


Tke early belief that the heart heats 


because it Is full of blood was quickly 
abandoned when a strip of turtle'! 
heart was suspended In a solution ol 
sodium chloride, and a regular seriei 
of beats began. Theories of Professor 
J. H. Hall of the University of Michi- 
gan that the proteids in the blood 
caused the beating and of Professor 
Wringer of Johns Hopkins university 
that nerve action causes the pulsations 
were thoroughly tested and abandoned. 
Separated from all nerve connections, 
the lifeless strip of heart muscle re- 
sponded perfectly to the presence of 
the salty solution. 


.Experiments were made to ascertain 


what qualities salt possessed to cause 
rhythmic pulsations that were not pos- 
sessed by calcium or potassium, which 
enter into .the composition of the blood. 
They discovered that a pure sodium 
chloride solution rras destructive of 
heart tissues, but that by mixing cal- 
cium and potassium solutions the poi- 
sonous effects were destroyed. The se- 
cret lay ID the peculiar character of the 
sodium ions. 


"It was found." said Professor LIngle 


the other, day to a representative of 
the New York Herald, "that strips of 
ventricle, when .placed In a solution Of 
cane sugar, did not beat rhythmically. 
Next I obtained a sample of crystalline 
dextrose. 
Strips of ventricle when 


placed hi It did not beat rhythmically, 
nor -would they make even single con- 
tractions. 
When strips of ventricle 


were placed In a solution of glycerin, 
no contractions occurred. The glycerin 
solution, however, has a. different ef- 
fect on heart tissue from either cane 
sugar or dextrose, as it tends to injure 
the tissue. 


"Next, the action of sodium, calcium 


and potassium Ions on ventricles was 
tried. When stripe ot nonheating ven- 
tricle were placed In a solution of 
sodium chloride, they always beat 
rhythmically. In a large number of 
experiments during the whole year not 
one failure to start beats was recorded. 


"When calcium chloride Instead of 


•cdlum chloride Is used, however, 1 
find that it does not start contractions 
in heart strips. It can, however, stop 
contractions In strips that are active. 
The third test, when potassium chlo- 
ride solution is used, shows that no 
contractions occur. 


"When the combined effect of these 


three salts on cardiac tissue Is studied, 
the result strongly supports the funda- 
mental idea that the sodium Ion and 
not the salts of calcium is the active 
agent In producing rhythmic activity 
in heart muscle:
